Wasuixoerton, July 11.—Teller intro- 
duced a joint resolution declaring it to 
be the determined policy of the United 
States to use both gold and silver as 
full legal tender money, and instruct- 
ing the President to invite the Govern- 
ments of the Latin Union countries, 
and such other nations as he may 
deem advisable, to join the United 
States in a conference to adopt a com- 
mon ratio between gold and silver for 
the purpose of establighing the inter- 
national use of bi-metallic money and 
securing a fixity of the value between 
those metals, the conference to be 
held at such plac» as may be mutually 
agreed upon by the Executives of the 
Governments joining in it; and when, 


the United States, a sufficient number 
of nations shall have entered into such 
international arrangement, he shal! 
deem the ratio so fixed to be the exist- 
ing ratio in the United States. 

The President is to appoint not less 
| than three nor more than five commis- 
sioners to attend such conference on 
the part of the United States, who are 
to receive $2,500 and expenses. 
| The resolution was referred to the 

| Finance Committee. 

Wilson of Iowa offered a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, calling on the 
Secretary of State fof information on 

‘the subject of an American citizen, 
| Thomas T. Collins, being deprived of 
| his rights, liberty and property at 
| Manile, in the Phillippine Islands, and 
as to what action is being taken in re- 
| gard to that matter. 
| The Senate proceeded te the consid- 
| eration of the Senate bill to establish 
a United States Land Court and pro- 
vide for the settlement of private land 
claims in New Mexico, Wyoming, 
| Arizona, Utah, Nevada and Colorado, 
such claims being by virtue of Spanish 
or Mexican rights. 

The bill was discussed until 2 
o’clock, when the shipping bills were 
in order as unfivished business, and 
Gibson addressed the Senate. 

HOUSE. 

The House Committee on Military 
Affairs directed a favorable report on 
the bill to revive the rank of Lieuten- 
_ ant-General of the army. 
| Favorable reports were also ordered 
on the bills authorizing the Secretary 
of War to employ twenty acting chap- 
lains in the army, and the one grant- 
| ing the Rio Grande Southern Railroad 
Company the right of way across the 
Fort Lewis, Colorado, military reser- 
vation. 

The conference report on the silver 
bill has been submitted to the House. 

McKenna of California called up a 
private bill for the relief of Charles 
Murphy of California, and, after a 
short discussion, the bill was passed— 
yeas 100, nays 69.

A keeper of a boarding-house wishes 
to renta “room to a gentleman, large, 
airy and square.” Another room that 
needs only a tenant to be perfect 1s lo 
let in a select neighborhood ‘‘near the 
Theological Seminary and a minute's 
walk from the Grand Opera-House,” a 
location well calculated to suit all sorts 
and conditions of men. 

It was possibly a printer's error that 
was responsible for the naive announwe- 
ment that *‘Madam Blank has for renta 
room for asingle gentleman; beard very 
moderate.” 

“Teeth filled while you wait” lacks 
the true ring of the advertiser's highest 
art, but it may be genuine. ‘*Umbrellas 
provided with new ribs, sticks and cover- 
ing” is certainly a good basis for assum- 
ing that the umbrella mender is a hope- 
ful person who will *‘never say die.”

A physician advertises for an “office 
boy who can drive.” A person who docs 
not give his business wishes to employ 
a good, steady man who has $200, at $12 
amonth. An authorof “standing” will

body, for moderaf pay.” 

Verily, the supply seems to be inc r- 
haustible, and one can find a sufficien’ 
number of laughs in the display columns 
of newspapers and in back pages of the 
magazines to fully justify the famous 
remark of the eloquent Mrs. Malaprops:
